The Democrats and the 
Territories. 


It is Proposed to Ofiset  Re- 
publican Cains 


By Admitting New Mexico, Utah 
and Arizona. 


Reports Prepared for Presenta- 
tion to Congress, 


Polygamy Declared to Be Dead in Mormon- 
dom—The Ratio of Foreign-born Pop+ 
ulation in New Mexico—Law- 

lessness Ended. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The result of the re- 
cent elections has been to bring joy 
to at least one seation of the Demo- 
The Territories, which 
have been knocking for admission to 
the Union for some years, now’ feel 
cheered by the outlook. Democratic del- 
egations from Arizona, New Mexico 
and Utah are expected to arrive in the 
city immediately after the opening of 
the session, to urge upon the party in 
Congress the necessity of prompt action 
on measures conferring Statehood upon 
the Territories. It seems an inexora- 
ble law that polftical events must move 
in cyclénes, and the demoralization of 
the party in the recent elections has 
warned older leaders that general de- 
feat next year and the turning over 
of the House of Representatives to 
the Republican majority are among 
the possibilities. Then, too, the power 
in the House of Representatives ever 
since reconstruction days, has alternated 
with mechanical regularity, and, if the 
rule of the past is to be a criterion fo? 
the future, the Republican hope of 
Supremacy in the lower house of the 
next Congress may fairly be realized. 
This possibility, added to the other 
fear which has become general in Dem- 
ocratic ranks, that the United States 
Senators to be chosen to enter upon 
‘terms of office, beginning March, 1895, 
may make that body Republican, makes 
the leaders envious to gain at once 
whatever political advantage it is pos- 
sible to derive: from.the admissten of 
new Territories. Measures for the 


admission of New Mexico, Arizona and. 


Utah are now pending in Congress, and 
all are to-bé pressed to a vote without 
delay. f 
_ The delegates from all.of these Terri 
tories. are now Democrats, and - it’ is 
confidently asserted by the Democrats 
of these prospective States that there 
is no doubt that the United States Sen- 
ators and Congressmen to be elected 
in-the new States will be of the same 
political faith, thus materially assisting 
to maintain the supremacy of Democ- 
racy in Congress as well as furnish 
significant quota of Democratic electo- 
ral votes to the electoral college in the 
next Presidential contest. 

The House Committee on Territories 
has shown unprecedented punctuality 
in disposing of these measures. “Bills 
for the admission of New Mexico, Ari- 
zona and Utah have all been reported 
favorably. and will come up early for 
consideration in the House. Senator 
Faulkner, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Territories, says that prompt 
action will be taken in Statehood bills 
by his committee. 

The House report favoring the ad- 
mission of Utah is of peculiar interest 
because of the deep-Seated opposition 
to the admission of that Territory on 
account of the predominance of the 
Mormon element. The report is pre- 
faced by the proclamation of President 
Harrison, issued last January, declaring 
polygamy dead in the Territory, and 


‘granting full amnesty and pardon to 


all offenders previous to November, 
1893. who have since led lawful lives. 
Reports and recommendations of judges 
and various commigsioners -are quoted 


}at great length. The committee further 


SAYS: 

“Many myriads of people who here- 
tofore have looked upon the Mormons 
as moral outlaws, it is believed, will 
change their opinion and admit that 
people showing the character that Mor- 
mons possess, are at least worthy of 
Statehood. with full admission to all 
rights of American citizens.’”’ 

The committee concludes as follows: 
“All mouths should be hushed and all 
opposition silenced after the President 
has amnested a part of the offenses; 
after both political. parties in national 
convention assembled have declared that 
the time has come for the admission 
of all Territories, of Which Utah is 
one; after the Territorial conventions 
of 1892, wherein both of the said great 
parties declared for Statehood, and that 
the hour is ripe for the admission of 
Utah; after the. Legislature of Utah 
has declared unanimously for State- 
hood; after the Governor of the Terri- 
tory, all of its Territorial officers and 
its judiciary, all of whom-are -Repub- 
lican in polities, have declared that in 
their opinion polygamy is abolished 
and at an end; after all members of 
the Utah Commission, created ex- 
pressly to crush and obliterate polyg- 
amy, have declared that their work 
is practically accomplished; after the 
Mermon Chureh, through all its heads 
and officials, publicly, privately and in 
every way possible for mortals toi do aind 
to proclaim, have, with bowed heads, if 
not in anguish, pledged their faith 
and honor that never more in the fu- 
ture shall polygamy be within the Mor- 


mon Chureh the doctrine faith or- 


practioe, there certainly can be but one 
sentiment, but one opinion among just- 
minded legislators in Congress upon the 
question of duty, and that is, it would 


be justice to admit Utah jnto the fed- |

The report favoring the admission of 


cance at this time, because it meets 
the so-called “Know Nothings’ ” argu- 
ments which have so often been ad- 
vanced against the admission of this 


, Territory with its heavy Mexican-born 


population. The commi{ttee produces 
statistics showing the proportion of the 
foreign to the native-born population is 
but 1 to 14 in New Mexico, while it is 
1 to 4 in Washington, 1 to 3 in Montana, 
an 2 to 3 in Dakota,. facts which will 
be a great surprise to the public, but 
which seem to be fully borne out by 
official reports. Continuing, the com- 
mittee says: 

“Can it be said that the native of 
New Mexico who renounces his al- 
legiance to the Republic of Mexico 
over forty years ago has less interest in 
the government of the United States, 
less devotion to Republican principles 
or less fitness for full American citizen- 
ship than a subject of European king- 
doms who has, within a few years, left 
his native home?’ 


The report urging the admission of 
Arizona is chiefly devoted to reviewing 
the resources of the Territory and de- 
claring that the days of lawlessness 
and bloodshed have passed. 
by the Democratic leaders having 
charge of these measures that all three 
may pass the two Houses and become 
laws before next March. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Senate: The first Sen- 
ate session of the Fifty-third Congress 
assembled at noon. On many desks 
were floral tributes from admirers of 
the respective occupants. Vice-Presi- 
dent Stevenson had been remembered 
with a large bouquet of roses; a bunch 
of roses lay. on the desk of Senator 
Dolph, and the doughty champion of 
the white metal, Senator Stewart, was 
the recipient of a basket of beautiful 
Marechal Neil blooms. The galleries 
were well filled, and the touch of color 
lent to the scene by the bright winter 
toilets of the ladies present. 

After the Vice-President’s gavel fell, 
the blind. chaplain was led to the desk 
and delivered an eloquent prayer. The 
roll-call showed fifty-six Senators pres- 
ent. After the passage of the usual 
resolutions notifying the House of the 
meeting of the Senate and the appoint- 
ment of a committee to join a like 
committee from the House to wait on 
the President and notify him of the as- 
sembling of Congress, and one fixing 
the time of meeting at noon, each day, 
the Senate took a regess of an hour to 
enable the joint committee to wait on 
the President. 

At the expiration of the recess the 
Senate reconvened. A message was re- 
ceived from the House of the appoint- 
ment of a committee to wait on the 
President, and another recess of twenty 
minutes was taken. On reassembling 
the committe to wait on the President 
announced the accomplishment of its 
duty, and that the President would at 
once communicate with the Senate. 

Secretary Pruden then stepped for- 
ward and delivered the message to the 
Vice-President, who laid it before the 

chamber; and Seovetary Cox at once 

began. te read it. « All present, with a 
few exceptions, gave agp attention. 
Senator Dolph gave his attention to 
his old file of bills for a few moments, 
but pricked up his ears as the reading 
reached the Hawaiian paragraph. 
There was a general changing about in 
the seats of the Senators when the por- 
tion of the document dealing ,with Ha- 
waii was approached,. Many nators 


tary’s reading’ by turni to it in their 
printed copies. After t there was 
an evident falling off in the interest, 
but the attention was briefly. revived 
when the paragraph concerning the 
bonds was ‘reached. When this was 
passed the Senators gradually left their 
seats:and drifted into the cloakrooms, 
so that, by the time the reading was 
two-thirds concluded, .only twenty-five 
Senators were in the chamber, the 
majority of these were engaged in con- 
versation among themselves. 

The reading was concluded at 3 
o’clock, having consumed an hour and 
a half. Senator Dolph immediately 
arose and said there had. been distrib- 
uted in the Senate printed copies of 
what purported to be the message of 
the President, in which, on page 9, he 
Yound a part of a page devoted to Ha- 
wali. He did, not hear that portion 
read from the desk. He desired to 
know, and thought the country did 
also, whether that part was inadvert- 
ently or purposely omitted by the sec- 
retary, or whether the coples which had 
been circulated were not true copies of 
the message. 

The Vice-President responded that 
that portion of the message relating to 
Hawali had been inadvertently omitted 
by the Secretary, and directed that it 
be read. This was done, and Senator 
Dolph gave notice that he would, to- 
morrow, address the Senate on that 
part of the message. The message was 
ordered to lie on the table. 

Numerous petitions, were presented, 
and many bills were introduced and 
referred. A joint resolution permitting 
Col. Anson Mills, U.S.A., to serve as 
engineer on the commission to survey 
and fix the boundary between the 
United States and Mexico was passed. 
A message was received from the House 
announcing the deaths of O'Neill and 
Lilley, late representatives from Penn- 
Sylvania. Senator Cameron of Pennsyl- 
vania offered a resolution expressive 
of the sorrow of the Senate, and a com- 
mittee was appointed. to attend the 
funeral. As an additional mark of re- 
spect, at 3:53 p.m., the Senate ad- 
journed., 

HOUSE.—The_ galleries were filled 
when Speaker Crisp rapped the House 
to order at noon, with fully three 
hundred members in their —_ Con- 

icuous among the vacancies, on ac- 
samme of the chairs being draped in 
mourning, were the seats of Congress- 
men O'Neill and Lilly of Pennsylvania, 
the Keystone State being cut two short 
of a full representation by death.

N. & Bunday of Ohio, elected to 
sueceed the late Representative Enochs, 
appeared before the bar of the House 
and took the oath of office, A resolu- 
tion was passed, notifying the Senate 
that the House was ready to proceed 
to business, and appointing a commit- 
tee to wait. on the President. 

Mr. Griffin, successor to the late Rep- 
resentative Chipman of Michigan, was 
sworn in. Various reports of bureau 
officers were formally laid before the 
House. 

The Committee on Appropriations 
asked unanimous consent for the con. 
sideration of a bill appropriating $50,. 
000 additional to pay the salaries of 
officials for the enforcement of the 
Chinese deportation ‘and registratior 
act, and it was agreed to. 

Representative Hines of Pennsylvania 
asked unanimous congent for the con. 
sideration of a resolution for the ap

Mr. Willis Breaks the 
Long Silence. 


Contingencies Have Prevented 
His Acting. 


And He Awaits Instructions from 
Washington. 


The Provisional Government Evi- 
dently Stubborn, 


The Brazilian Cruisers at St. Phomas—Death 
of Prot.

PORT TOWNSEND (Wash.,) Dec. 4.— 
(By the Associated Press.) Barkentine 
Klikitat, Capt. Cutter, arrived today 


‘from Honolulu, with advices to No- 


vember 20, four days after the steamer 
Alameda sailed for San Francisco. 

Minister Willis submitted to an in- 
terview directly after the Alameda 
sailed, in which he said that the in- 
structions from the United States gov- 
ernment which he brought from Wash- 
ington were not applicable to the con. 
dition of affairs then existing in the is- 
lands. This statement gave the Annexa- 
tionists much satisfaction, and the Roy- 
alists were much displeased. On ac- 
count of the many rumors current of 
the contemplated action of the Queen’s 
supporters, the provisional government 
found it necessary to keep two com- 
panies of soldiers under arms for sev- 
eral nights after the Alameda sailed. 

The editor of the Evening Star re- 
auested Minister Willis to submit a 
statement to the public to allay the 
general feeling of uncertainty, and in 
the published interview Mr. Willis 
said: 

“Yes: I believe that the time has come 
when it is right and proper for me to 
use my discretion in this nratter. You 
are authorized to say for me, that no 
change in the present situation will 
take place for several weeks. I brought 
with me certain instructions from the 
United States government on the Ha- 
waiian situation. Since my arrival con- 
tingencies have arisen about which 
néither the United States government 
nor myself were aware when I left 
Washington. 

““T have thought best, in exercise of 
the discretion allowed me, to submit 
these matters to Washington before 
proceeding further to carry out my 
original instructions. I forwarded my 
dispatches to Washington by today’s 
steamer. and until I receive an answer 
to them, no change will take place in 
the present situation, nor will any be 
allowed.” 

“‘What do you mean by the expression 
‘nor will any be allowed?’ ”’ 

“T mean just this: That until the 
time comes for me to carry out my in- 
structions, the peace and good order of 
this community will be kept undis- 
turbed in the interests of humanity; 
that any attempt made by any person 
or persons .f> make trouble will be 
promptly checked and punished. You 
may put the matter more plainly and 
say that even if the provisional gov- 
ernment discharged all its troops today, 
no lawlessness would be allowed for 
one moment under the present situation 
of affairs. 

“The whole Hawaiian question is now 
in abeyance and nothing that the news- 
papers can say or do will alter the 
situation one iota. I make this state- 
ment on my own responsibility and in 
the hope that it will allay the present 
excitement. No one need fear trouble, 
and no lawlessness will be permitted.”’ 

After this statement rumors began to 
fly about that the Queen’s supporters 
would make a final rally in her behalf. 
Two companies of troops remained un- 
der arms and the crews of the United 
States men-of-war Philadelphia and 
Adams were held in readiness to be 
landed on a moment’s notice. The 
Queen’s advocates came out next day 
with a denial of the Willis interview, 
saying he was misquoted and, by in- 
ference, gave encouragement to the 
idea that Willis had or would receive 
imperative orders to restore the Queen. 

The newspapers containing Blount’s 
report had not reached the islands when 
the Klikitat sailed but, on account of 
Mr. Willis’s intimation relative to his 
instructions, it was surmised that it 
would be partial. to the Queen's in- 
terests. 

A’ SANGUINE CONSUI.. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 4.—Hawalian 
Consul Wilder, when he read the news 
which. arrived tonight from Honolulu, 
via. Port Townsend,. greatly 
pleased. When asked what unexpected 
contingencies Minister Willis had 
found in Honolulu, he said: 

“[ think he foupd that the men com- 
posing the provisional government of 
Hawaii were high-minded, law-abiding 
citizens, instead of filibusters, such as 
he had been led to believe them to be. 
This news,’’ continued Wilder, ‘will 
have great effect on the people of the 
United States, and I hope the admin- 
istration will be forced by popular 
opinion to change ifs views on the Ha- 
waiian question.

THE BRAZILIAN FLEET. 


The Destroyer Seized as Idemnity for a 
Breach of Contract. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 4.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.) The Destroyer, which was 
expected to sail for Brazil today, was 
seized, this afternoon, by Deputy United 
States marshals. The seizure was made 
at the instance of John N. Robbins, 
lessee of the Boston dry-dock, who has 
done all recent work upon the vessel.

$6400 for alleged breach of contract.

The Supreme Court 
has rendered an opinion which, while 
affirming the constitutionality of the 
alien contract labor law, will embar- 
rass the practical enforcement of the 
law. The question came up on the ap- 
peal of Joseph Lees and John 8S.

It is a right as- 
serted and. to a limited extent, enforced 
bv the United States with the sanction 
of our. highest courts. There being no 
naturalization treaty between ~-the 
United States and Turkey, our Minister

VENEZUELA, 

In view .of the impaired financial re- 
sources of Venezuela, consequent upon 
the recent revolution there, a mollified 
atrangement for the satisfaction for the 
awards of the late Advisory Claims 
Commission, in progressive installments, 
has been assented to, and payments are 
being regularly made thereunder.

NATIONAS BANKS. 
One and nineteen national 
banks were organized during the year 
ending October 31, 1893, with a capital 
of $11,230,000. Forty-six went into 
voluntary liquidation, and 158 sus- 
pended. Sixty-five of the suspended 
banks were insolvent, eighty-six re- 
sumed business, and seven remained in 
hands of bank examiners with 
‘prospects of a speedy resumption. 
Of the new banks organized, forty- 


forty-one west of the Mississippi River, 
and thirty-four in the Central and 
Southern States. The total number of 
national banks in existence on the 3ist 
day of October, 1893, was 3796, having 
an aggregate capital of  $695,558,120.

THE 

The recent repeal of the provision of 
the law requiring the purchase of silver 
bullion by the government as a feature 
of our monetary scheme made an entire 
change in the complexion of our cur- 
rency affairs. I do not doubt that the 
ultimate result of this action will be 
most salutary and far-reaching. In the 
nature of things, however, it is impos- 
sible to know at this time precisely 
what conditions will be brought about 
by the change or what, if any, supple- 
mentary legislation may, in the light 
of such conditions, appear to be es- 
sential or expedient? 

Of course; after the recent financial 


‘perturbation, time js necessary for the 


re-establishment of business confidence. 
When, however, through this restored 


confidence the money which has been 


frightened into hoarding-places is re- 
turned to trade and enterprise, a sur- 
vey of the situation will probably dis- 
close a safe path leading to a perma- 
nently sound currency, abundantly suf- 
ficient to meet every requirement of our 
increasing population and business. 

FURTHER MONETARY CONFERENCE 

In the pursuit of this object, we 
should resolutely turn away from al- 
luring and temporary expedients, de- 
termined to be content with nothing 
less than a'lasting and comprehensive 
financial plan. In these circumstances, 
I am>-convinced that a reasonable delay 
in dealing with this subject instead of 
being injurious will increase the prob- 
ability of wise action. 

The monetary conference which as- 
sembled at: Brussels upon gur invita- 
tion was adjourned to the 30th day of 
November in the present year. The 
considerations just stated, and the fact 
that a definite proposition from us 
seemed to be expected upon the re- 
assembling of the conference, led me to 


me that it would be wise to give general 
authority to the President to invite 
other nations to such a conference at 
any time when there should be a fair 
prospect of accomplishing an _inter- 
national agreement on the subject of 


coinage. igstING BONDS. 

I desire also to earnestly suggest the 
wisdom of amending the existing stat- 
utes in regard to the issuance of gov- 
ernment bonds. The authority now 
vested in the Secretary of the Treasury 
to issue bonds is not as clear as it 
should be. and the bonds authorized 
are disadvantageous to the government 
both as to the time of their maturity 
and the rate of interest. 

IMMIGRATION, 

The Superintendent of Immigration, 
through the Secretary of the Treasury, 
reports that during the last fiscal year, 
there arrived at our ports 440,793 immi-. 
grants. Of these 1065 were not per- 
mitted to land under the limitation of 
the law.: and 577 were returned to the 
countries from whence they came, by 
reason of. their having..become public. 
charges. The total arrivals were 140,034 
less than for the previous year. 

‘THE PUBLIC HEALTH, 

The Secretary, in his report, gives an 
account of the operation of the marine 
hospital service, and of the good work 
done under its. supervision in prevent- 
ing the spread of contagious disease. 
The admonitions of tite last two vears 
touching our public health, and the 
demonstrated danger of the introduc- 


tion of contagious diseases from for- 


eign ports, has invested the subject of

national quarantine with increased in- 
terest. A more general and harmonious 
System than now exists, acting 
promptly ‘and ‘directly everywhere, and 
constantly: operating by preventive 
means to shield our country from the 
invasion of disease, and at the same 
time having due regard to the rights 
and duties of local agencies, would, T 
believe, add greatly to the safety of our 
people. 
NATIONAL DEFENSE. 

The Secretary of War reports that the 
strength of the army on the 20th 
day of September last was 25.778 en- 
isted men, and 2144 officers. The total

THE MILITIA. 

The total enrollment of the . militia 
of the several States was, on the 3ist 
of October of the current year, 112,597 
officers and enlisted men. The officers 
of the army detailed for the inspection 
and instruction of this reserve of our 
military force report that increased 
interest and marked progress are ap- 
parent in the discipline and efficiency 
of the oganization. 


NO OUTBREAKS. 

Neither Indian outbreaks or domestic 
violence has called the army into serv- 
ice during the year,and the only act- 
ive military duty required of it has 
been in the Department. of Texas, 
where violations of the neutrality laws 
of the-United States and Mexico were 
promptly and efficiency dealt with by 
troops, eliciting the warm approval of 
the civil and military authorities of 
both countries. 

The spread of civilization, constantly 
tending to relieve the country from the 
danger of Indian hostilities, together 
with the increasing ability of the States, 
through the efficiency of the national 
guard organizations,. to .protect their 
citizens from domestic violence, lead to 
the suggestion that the time is’ fast 
approaching when there should be a re- 
organization of our army on the Mnes 
eel the present necessities of the coun- 

A REDISTRIRATTION. 

_ This change contemplates -no increase 
n the number, nor added expense,. but 
& redistribution of ‘the force and an 
encouragement of measures tending to 
greater efficiency among the men and 
improvement of the service. The adop- 
tion of battalion formations for in- 
fantry regiments, the strengthening of 
the artillery . force; the abandonment 
and the massing of: the: troops at im- 
portant and accessible etations, all 
promise to promote. the ueefulness of 

In the judgment..of army officers, 
with but few exceptions, the operation 
of the law forbidding the. re-enlistment 
of men aften: ten years’ service, has 
not proven its wisdom, and, while the 
arguments that led to the adoption were 
not without merit, the experience of the 
year constrains me to join in the rec- 
ommendation for its repeal. 

SEACOAET DEFENSES. 

It is gratifying to note that we have 
begun to attain completed results in the 
comprehensive scheme of seacoast de- 
fenses and: fortifications, entered upon 
eight years ago. A large sum has al- 
ready been expended, but the cost of 
maintaining- will be inconsiderable, as 
compared with the cost of construction 
and ordnance. At the end of the cur- 
rent Calendar year, the War Depart- 
ment will have nine--®.1-inch guns, 
twenty 10-inch and thirty-four 8&-inch 
guns ready to be mounted on gunlifts 
and carriages; and seventy-five 12-inch 
mortars. 

In addition to the product of the army 
gun factory now completed at Water- 
Vliet, the government has contracted 
with. private. parties for the’ purchase 
of 100 guns of the above-named cali- 
bres. the first of which should .be de- 
livered to the department for test be- 
fore July 1, 1894. The manufacture of 
heavy ordinance Keeps pace With cur- 
rent needs, but, to render these guns 
available for the purposes they are de- 
signd to meet, emplacements must be 
prepared for them. Progress has been 
made in this direction, and it is desira- 
ble that the Congress, by adequate ap- 
propriation, should provide for the un- 
interrupted ptosecution of this neces- 
Sary work. 

A NEW RIFLE. 

After much preliminary work and ex- 
haustive examination in accordance 
with the requirements of the law, the 
board appointed to select a magazine 
rifle of modern type, with which to re- 
place the obsolete Springfield rifie of 
the infantry service, completed its labor 
during the iast year, and the work of 
manufacturing is now in progress at 
the national armory at Springfield. It 
is confidently expected that, by the end 
of the current year, our infantry will 
be supplied pith a weapon equal to that 
of the most progressive armies of the 
world. 

CHICAMAUGA AND GETTYSLURG. 

The work on the’ projected Chicka- 
mauga and Chattanooga National Mili- 
tary Park has been prosecuted with 
zeal and judgment, and its opening will 
be celebrated during the coming year. 
Over nine square miles of the Chicka- 
mauga battlefield: has been acquired, 
twenty-five miles of roadway have been 
constructed, and permanent tablets 
have been placed: at many historical 
points, while the invitation to the States 
to mark the positions of their troops 
participating in the battle has been 
very generally accepted. 

The work of locating and preserving 
the lines of battle at the Gettysburg 
battlefield is making satisfactory prog-

WEST POINT. 

The reports of the military academy 
at West Point and the several schools 
for special instruction 6f officers showed 
a marked advance in the education of 
the army and a commendable ambi- 
tion among its officers to excel in the 
military professiean and to fit them- 
selves for the highest service in the 
country. 

Under the supervision. of Adjt. Robert 
Williams, lately retired, the Bureau of 
Information has become well established 
and is performing a service that will 
put in possession the government in 
time of war most valuable information 
and, at all times, serve a purpose of 
great utility in keeping the army ad- 
vised of the world’s progress in all 
matters pertaining to the art of war. 

ADMINISTRATION OF JUSTICE. 

The report of the Attorney-General 
contains the usual summary of the 
affairs and proceedings of the Depart- 
ment of Justice for the past year, to- 
gether with certain recommendations 
as to needed legislation on various sub- 
jects. I cannot too heartily indorse the 
proposition that the fee system, as ap- 
plicable to the compensation of United 
States attorneys, marshals, clerks, 
official courts and United States com- 
missioners should. be abolished with as 
little delay as possible. It is clearly in 
the interest of the community that the 
business of the courts, both civil: and 
criminal, shall be as small and as 
inexpensively transacted as the ends 
of justice will allow. 

COVCRT COMMISSIONERS, 
The system is therefore thoroughly 


-victous which makes the compensation 


of court officials depend upon the yol- 
ume of such business, and thus creates 


‘a conflict’ between a proper execution 


of the law and private gain which can- 
not fail to be dangerous to the rights 
and freedom of the citizens, an irre- 
sistible temptation to the unjustifiable 


expenditure of public funds. If, in ad- 
dition to this reform, ancther was inau- 
gurated which would ei the United 


States commissioners the final disposi- 
tion of petty offenses within the grade 


of misdemapnors, especially those com- 


ing under the internal revenue laws, 
a great advance would be made toward 
a more decent administration of the 
criminal law. 

CHANGES ADVISABLE, 

In my first message to Congress, 
dated December 8, 1885, I strongly | 
recommended’ these changes and re- 
ferred somewhat at length to the evils 
of the recent system. Since that time, 
the criminal business of the general 
courts and the expense attending it 
have enormously increased. The num- 
ber of criminal prosecutions pending 
in the circuit and district courts of the 
United States on the ist day of July, 


violations of the internal revenue laws, 
while the number of such prosecutions 
pending on the first, day ofsJuly, 1893, 
was 4900, all of which were for viola- 
tion of the internal revenue laws. 

The expense of the United States 
Court, exclusive of the judges’ salaries, 
for the year ending July 1, 1885, was 
$2,874,733.11, and for the year ending 
July 1, 1893, $4,528,656.87. It is, there 
fore, apparent that the reasons given 
in 1885, for a change in the manner of 
enforcing Federal criminal laws have 
gained cogency and strength by the 
lapse of time. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I also heartily join the Attorney-Gen- 
eral in recommending legislation fixing 
the degrees of the crime .of murder 
within Federal jurisdiction, as has been 
done in many of the States, authorizing 
writs of error on behalf of the govern- 
ment in cases where final judgment is 
rendered against the sufficiency of an 
indictment or against the government 
upon any other question arising before 
actual trial; limiting the right of re- 
view in cases of felony punishable only 
by fine and imprisonment to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals, and making 
speedy provision for the construction of 
such prisons and reformatories as may 
be necessary for the confinement of 
United States convicts. 

HANDLING THE MAILS. 

The report of the Postmaster-General 
contains a detailed statement of the 
operations of the Postoffice Department 
during the last fiscal year, and much 
interesting information touching this 
important branch of the public service. 
The .business of the mails indicates 
with absolute certainty the condition of 
the business of the country, and de- 
pression in financial affairs inevitably 
and quickly reduces thé postal rev- 
enues. Therefore, a larger discrepancy 
than usual between the postoffice re- 
ceipts and expenditures is the expected 
and unavoidable result. cf the distress- 
ing stringency which has prevailed 
throughout the country during much of 
the time covered by the Postmaster-_ 
General’s report. 

Be THE DEFICIT. 

At a date when better times were 
anticipated, it was estimated by his 
predecessor that the deficiency on the 
30th day of June, 1883, would be but a 
little over $1,500,000. It amounted, how- 
ever, to more. than $5,000,000. At the 


like anticipation, estimates were made 
for the current fiseal year ending June 
30. 1894, which exhibited ‘a surplus of 
revenue over expenditures of $872,245.71. 
But now. in view of the actual receipts 
and expenditures during that part of 
the current fiscal, year already expired, 
the recent Postmaster-General esti- 
mated that, at its close, instead of a 
surplus. there will be adeficiency of 
nearly $8,000,000. 

The postoffice receipts for the last 
fiscal vear amounted $75,896,933.15, 
and its expenditures to $81,074,104.90. 
This postoffice deficiency. woyld disap- 
pear or be immensely decreaged if less 
matter was carried free through the 
mails. an item of which is upward of 
300 tons of seeds and grain from the 
Agricultural Department. - 

The total number .of postoffices in the 
United States on the 30th day of June, 
1893. was 68,402, aly inevease of 1254 over 
the preceding year. Of thege 3360 were 
Presidential. an increase In the class of 
204 over the preceding year. 

FREEK DELIVERY SYSTEM... 

Forty-two free delivery offices were 
added during the year to those already 
existing, making a total of 610 cities and 
towns. provided with free delivery on 
June 50, 1893. Ninety-thrée other cities 
and towns are'now entitled to this servyv- 
ice under the law, but it has not been 
accorded them on account of insufficient 
funds tosmeet the expense of its. es- 
tablishment. 

T am decidedly of the opinion that the 
| provisions of the present law permit 
as general an introduction of this feat- 
ure of the mail service as is neces- 
sary or justifiable, and that it ought 
not to be extended to smaller commu- 
nities than are now designated. The 
expense of free delivery. for the fiscal 
year ending June 20, 1893... will be more 
than $11,000,000, and, under the legisla- 
tion now. existing, there must be a con- 
stant increase in this item of expendi- 
tures. vie 

MONEY ORDERS. 

There were 6101 additions to the do- 
mestic money-order offices during the 
last fiscal year, being the largest in- 
crease in any vear since the inaugura- 
tion of the system. The total number

VBSSELS IN DEMAND. 

During the past six months, the de- 
mands for securing vessels have been 
many and frequent. There have been 
revolutions calling for vessels to pro- 
tect American interests in Nicaragua, 
Guatemala, Costa Rica, Honduras, 
Argentine and Brazil, while the condi- 
tion of affairs in Honolulu has required 
the constant presence of one or more 
ships. With all these calls upon our 
navy it became necessary, in order to 
make a sufficient fleet to patrol the 
Bering Sea under the modus viviendi 
agreed upon with Great Britain, to de- 
tail to that service one vessel from the 
Fish Commission and three from the 
revenue marine. 

THE PROGRESS 

The progress in the construction of 
new vessels has not been as rapid as 
was anticipated. There have been de- 
lays in the completion of unarmed ves- 
sels, but, for the most part, they have 
been such as are constantly occuring 
even in countries having the largest 
experience in naval ship-building. The 
most serious delay, however, has been 
in the work upon armored ships. The 
trouble has been the failure of the con- 
tractor to deliver armor as agreed. 
The difficulties seem now, however, 
to have been all overcome, and armor 
is being delivered with satisfactory 
promptness. 

As a result of the experience ac- 
quired by ship-builders, designers and, 
material men, it is believed that the 
dates when vessels will be completed 
can now be estimated with reasonable 
accuracy. Great guns, rapid-firing 
guns, torpedoes and powder are being 
promptly supplied. 

NEW VESSELS. 

The following vessels of the new 
navy have been completed and are 
now ready for service: 

The double-turreted coast-defense 
monitor Miantonomah; the double tur- 
reted coast-defense monitor Monterey; 
the armored cruiser New York; the 
protected cruisers Baltimore, Chicago, 
Philadelphia, Newark, San Francisco, 
Charleston, Atlanta and Boston, the 
cruiser Detroit; the gunboats York- 
town, Concord, Bennington, Machias. 
Castine and Petrel; the dispatch vessel 
Dolphin; the practice vessel Bancroft 
and the dynamite gunboat Vesuvius. 
Of these, the Bancroft, Machias, De- 
troit and Castine have been placed 
in commission during the current cal- 
endar year. 

UNDER CONSTRUCTION. 

The following vessels are in progress 
of construction: The first-class battle- 
ships Maine and Texas: the cruisers 
Montgomery and Marblehead; and the 
coast-defense monitors Terror, Puritan, 
Amphitrite and Monadnock, which will 
be completed Within a year; the harbor 
defense ram Katahdin; the protected 
cruisers Columbia, Minneapolis, Olym- 
pia, Cincinnati and Raleigh, all of 
which will be completed prior to July 1, 
1895; the first-class battle-ships Iowa, 
Indiana, Massachusetts and Oregon, 
which will be completed February 1, 
1896; and the armored cruiser Brooklyn, 
which will be completed by August 1 
of that year. It is also expected that 
the three gunboats authorized by the 
last Congress will be completed in less 
than two years. 

DISCOU RAGES NEW WORK. 

Since 1886, the Congress has, at each 
session, authorized the building of one 
cr more vessels, and the Secretary of 
the Navy presents an earnest plea for 
the continuance of this plan. He rec- 
ommends the authorization of at least 
one battle-ship and six torpedo-boats. 
While I am distinctly in favor of con- 
sistently pursuing the policy we have 
vinaugurated of building wp a thorough 
and efficient navy, I cannot refrain from 
the suggestion that the Congress should 
carefully take into account the number 
of unfinished vessels on our hands and 
the depleted condition of our treasury 
in considering the propriety of an ap- 
propriation at this time to begin new 
work. 

BOARDS OF LABOR. 

The method of employing mechanical 
labor, and of making efficiency the sole 
test by which laborers are employed 
and continued, is producing the best 
results and the Secretary is earnestly 
devoting himself to its development. 
Attention is called to the statement 
in his report in regard to the workings 
of the system. 

INTERNAL AFFAIRS, 

The Secretary of the Interior has the 
supervision of so many important sub- 
jects that his report is of especial value 
and interest... On the 30th day of June, 
1893, there were on the pension rolls

which the survivors of the war, who 
fought for the preservation of the 
Union, ought to inspire. Thousands of 
neighborhoods have their well-known 
fraudulent pensioners, and recent dé- 
velopments by the bureau establish ap- 
palling conspiracies to accomplish pen- 
sion frauds. By no means the least 
wrong done‘is to brave and deserving 
pensioners, who certainly ought not to 
be condemned to such associations. 

Those who attempt in the line of duty 
to rectify these wrongs should not be ac- 
cused Of enmity or indifference to the 
claims of honest veterans. The sum 
expended on account of pensions for 
the year ending June 30, 1895, was 
$156,740,467.14. The Commissioner esti- 
mates that $165,000,000 will be required 
to pay pensions during the year ending 
June 30, 1894. 

THE INDIANS. 

The condition of the Indians and 
their ultimate fate are subjects which 
are related to a sacred duty of the 
government, and which strongly appeal, 
to the sense of justice and the sympat 
of our people. Our Indians number 
about 148,000, most of them located on 
101 reservations, containing 86,115,551 
acres of land. About 110,000 of these 
Indians have, to a large degree, adopted 
civilized customs. Lands in several 
Territories have been allotted to many 
of them. Such allotments have been 
made -to 10,000 individuals during the 
last fiscal year, embracing about 1,900,- 
000 acres. 

INDIAN SCHOCLS. 

The number of Indian schools opened 
during the year was 199, an increase of 
12 over the preceding year. Of this to- 
tal, 170 were on reservations, of which 
73 were boarding-schools and 97 were 
day-schools. Twenty boarding-schools 
and day-schools supported by the guov- 
ernment were not located on reserva- 
tions. The total number of Indian chil- 
dren enrolled during the year as at- 
tending all of the schools was 21,313, 
an increase of 1231 over the enroliment 
for the previous year, 

IT am _ sure that secular edu 
tion and moral and religious teact- 
ing must be important factors in any 
effort to save the Indian and lead him 
to civilization. I helieve, too, that the 
relinquishment of tribal relations and 
the holding of land in severalty may, 
in favorable conditions, aid this con- 
summation. It seems to me, however, 
that the allotments of land in sev- 
eralty ought to be made with great 
circumspection. 

If hastily done, before the Indians 
knew its meaning, while yet he has lit- 
tle or no idea of tilli a farm, and 
ne conception of thrift, there is great 
danger that reservation life in tribal 
relations may be exchanged for the 
pauperism of civilization, instead of 
its independence and elevation. The so- 
lution of the Indian problem depends 
largely on good administration. The 
personal fitness of agents and their 
adaptability to the peculiar duty of 
caring for their wards is of the utmost 
importance. 

ARMY OFFICERS AS AGENTS. 

The law providing that, except in 
special cases, army officers shall be de- 
tailed as Indian agents it is hoped 

il} prove a successful experiment. 
There is danger of great abuses creep- 
ing into the prosecution of claims for 
Indian depredations, and I recommend 
that every possible safeguard be pro- 
vided against the enforcement of un- 
just and fictitious claims of this de- 
scription. 

INDIAN CLAIMS. 

The appropriations on account of the 
Indian claims before the year ending 
June 30, 1894, amount to §$7,954,962.99, a 
decrease, as compared with the year 
preceding it, of $387,131.95. ~ 

PUBLIC LANLS. 

The va area of land which, but a 
short time ago, constituted tNe public” 
domain, is rapidly falling into private’ 
hands. It is certain that, im that 
transfer, the beneficent intention of the- 
government to supply from its domains 
homes to the industrious and worthy 
hemesteaders is often frustrated, 
through the speculators who stand, 
with extortionate purpose, between the 
land office and those who, with their 
families, are invited by the government 
to settle on the public lands. The 
speculator is a despicable character, 
who ought not to be tolerated, yet it 
is difficult to thwart his schemes. 

OPENING RESERVATIONS. 

The recent opening to settlement of 
the lands in the Cherokee outlet, em- 
bracing an area of 500,000 acres, not- 
withstanding the utmost care in framing 
the regulations governing the selection 
of location, and notwithstanding the 
presence of the United States troops, 
furnished an exhibition, though, per- 


ied previous openings of public lands. 
I concur with the Secretary in the 
belief that these outrageous incidents 
cannot be entirely prevented without 
a change in the laws on the subject, 
and I hope his recommendations in that 
direction will be favorably considered. 
PRESERVE THE FORESTS. 

T especially commend to the attention 
of the Congress the statements con- 
Secretary’s report con- 
cerning forestry. The time has come 
when efficient measures should be taken 
for the preservation of our forests from 
indiscriminate and remediless destruc- 
tion.

This branch of the postal service hes 
received more attention from the Post- 
master-General and, though it.is grati- 
fying to know that it is in a condition 
of high efficiency and great usefulness, 
T am led to agree with the Postmaster-

further improvement, 

CIVIL SERVICE BENEFICIAL, 

There are now connected with the 
pastoffice establishment 28,324 employees 
who are in the classified service. The 
head of this great department gives 
comclisive evidence of the value of 
civil service reform when, after an ex- 
perience that renders his judgment on 
the subject absolutely reliable, he ex-

INSPECTIONS. 
The number of animals arriving from 
Canada during the year, and inspected 
by bureau offlers, was 462,002, and the 
number’ from transatlantic countries 
was 1297. .No contagious diseases were 
found among the imported animals.

THE EXPORTS. 

The exports show a falling off of

The total exports aggregated in valve, 
for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1893, 
$26,000,000; of which Great Britain took 
considerably over $24,000,000. of 
products of all kinds. Our total ex- 
ports were $28,000,000, of which Great 
Britain took $24,000,000. Of pork prod- 
cts, the total exports were $84,000,000, 

of which Great Brithin took $53,000,000. 

In breadstuffs, cotton and minor prod- 
ucts, like preportions to the same des- 
tination are shown. 

THE STATISTICAL DIVISION. 

The work of. the statistical division 
of the Department of Agriculture deals 
with all that relates tothe economics of. 
farming. The main purpose of its 
monthly reports is to keep the farmers 
informed, as fully as poesible, of all 
matters having any influence upon the 
world’s markets in which their prod- 
ucts find sale. Its publication relates 
especially to the commercial side of 
farming. It is, therefore, of profound 
inportance and vital concern to the 
farmers of the United States, who rep- 
resent nearly one-half of our popula- 
tion, and also of direct interest to the 
whole country that the work of this di- 
vision be efficiently performed, and 
that the information it has gathered 
be promptly diffused. It is a matter for 
congratulation to know that the Sec- 
retary will not spare any effort to make 


ful. 
SEED DISTRIBUTION. 

In the year 1839 the Congress appro- 
priate $1000, to be taken from the 
Patent Office funds, for the purpose of 
collecting and distributing rare and im- 
proved Varieties of seeds, and for pros- 
ecuting agricultural investigations and 
procuring agricultural statistics. From 
this small beginning the seed division 
of the Department of Agriculture hag 
grown to its present unwieldy and un- 
justifiably extravagant proportions. 
During the last fiscal year the cost of 
seeds purchased was $66,548.61. The re- 
mainder of its apropriation of $135,000 
was expended in putting them up and 
distributing them. 

It surely never could have entered 
the minds of those who first sanc- 
tioned appropriations of public money 
for the purchase of new and improved 
varieties of seeds for gratuitous distri- 
bution that from this would grow large 
appropriations for the purpose and dis- 
tribution by members of the Congress 
of ordinary seeds, bulbs and cuttingsz 
which are common in all the States 
and Territories, and everywhere easily 
obtainable at low prices in each State 
and Territory and at every agricultu- 
ral experiment station that has been 
established. 

EXPERIMENT STATIONS. 


These stations, by their very charac. . 


ter and name, are the proper agencies 
to experiment with and test new vari- 
eties of seed; and yet this imdiscriminate 
and wasteful dstribution by legisla- 
tion and legislators continues, answer- 
ing no purpose unless it be to remind 
constituents that their represeniatives 
are willing to remember them with 
gratitude at the public cost. 
EXTENSIVE WORK. 

Under the sanction of existing legis- 
lation there were sent out from the 
Agricultural Department, during the 
last fiscal year, enough of cabbage 
seed to plant 19,200 acres of land; a 
sufficient quantity of beans to plant 
4000 acres; beet seed enough to plant 
2500 acres; sweet corn enough to plant 
7800 acres; sufficient cucumber seed to 
cover 2035 acres with vines; and enough 
muskmelon and watermelon seeds to 
plant 2675 acres. The total quantity of 
flower and vegetable seeds thus dis- 
tributed was contained in more than 
9,000,000 packages, and they were suffl- 
cient, if planted, to cover 89,596 acres of 
land. 

In view of these facts, this foremost 
expenditure without legitimate returns 
of benefit ought to be abolished. An- 
ticipating a consummation so mant- 
festiy in the interests of good adminis- 
tration, more than $100,000 has been 
stricken from the estimate made tv 
cover this object for the year ending 
June 30, 1895, and the Secretary rec- 
ommends that the remaining $35,000 of 
the estimate be confined strictly to the 
purchase of new and improved va- 
rieties of seeds, and that these be dis- 
tributed through experiment stations, 
Thus the seed will be given a test, and, 
after the test has been completed by 
the experiment station, the propagation 
of the useful varieties and the rejec- 
tion of the valueless may safely he 
left to the common sense of the people, 

CIVIL SERVICE, 

The continued intelligent execution of 
the civil service law, and the increas- 
ing approval by the people of its opera- 
tion are most gratifying. The extension 
of its limitations and regulations to the 
employees at free-delivery postoffices, 
which has been honestly and promptly 
accomplished by the commission wiih 
the hearty co-operation of the Postmas- 
ter-General. is an immensely important 
advance in the usefulness of the sys- 
tem. I am, if possible, more than ever 


convinced of the incalculable benefits 


conferred -by the civil service law, not 
only in its effect upon the public seryv- 
ice, but also. what is even more im- 
portant, its effect in elevating the tone 
of political life generally. 

The course of civil service reform in 
this country instructively and interest- 
ingly illustrates how strong a hold a 
movement gains upon our people which 
has underlying it a sentiment of jus- 
tice and right, and which, at the same 
time. promises better administration of 
their government. The law embodying 
this reform found its way to our statute 
book more from fear of the popular sen- 
timent existing in its favor than from 
anv love for the reform itself on the 
part of legislators, and has lived and

DAMAGES WANTED 


For Injured Feelings and 
Mental Anguish. 


Suit for $100,000 Against the 
Southern Pacific. 


Supreme Court Opinions in Ap- 
pealed Cases. 


Mrs. Susan Stansbury Granted a Divorce on 
Grounds of Desertion—Receiver 
Trask’s Account Allowed— 

Court Notes. 


Mrs. Jennie Frank and her husband, 
Nathan Frank, filed yesterday, a com- 
plaint against the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company of Kentucky in 
which damages are prayed for in the 
large sum of $100,000. 

The story told in the document which 
forms the basis of the action is about 
as follows: 

On March 6, 1892, the first-named 
plaintiff entered a car of the company 
on train No, 1 for the purpose riding to 
Dallas, Tex. The train referred to was 
a regular one, running through to the 
Past. Mrs. Frank had in her possession 
a first-class ticket which some time 
previous had been purchased by her at 
the Dallas office of the company, which 
entitled her to travel on the lines of the 
road operated by the company, and it 
was good for all stop-over privileges 
for a period of thirty days. The ticket 
had been purchased on February 14, 
and hence had not expired at the date 
when the complainant boarded the cars 
to go back to Texas. 

Before the plaintiff entered the ear, 
however, the officials of the company 
examined the ticket, it being presented 
toa them for stamping (which the de- 
fendants refused to do unless Mrs. 
rank would pay them $15,) and they 
checked her baggage upon the ticket 
through to-.Dallas. After the train left 
the station the conductor looked at the 
ticket and refused to accept it, putting 
the plaintiff off the train in the end, for 
which damages are sought. 

JUDGMENT RMBD. 

In the matter of the estate of Cool 
J. Couts, deceased, on appeal before 
the Supreme Court, an opinion has been 
rendered affirming the former order 
entered in the case. 

On May 29, 1889, Mrs. Couts, the ex- 
ecutrix of the estate, filed her state- 
ment of receipts and disbursements 
from January 29, 1887, to May, 1889, and 
of all the sums of money that had 
come into her hands as such executrix, 
and stated that several parties had 
claims against her as executrix, the 
validity of which, as charges against 
the estate, she asked the court to de- 
termine. Upon proper notice thereof 
this account was settled September 6 
1889, and in the order settling the ac- 
count the court found that she had ex- 
pended all the money that had been re- 
ceived by her as executrix, t ther 
with $3165.03 additional for which she 
was entitled to credit and also that the 
claim of another certain party, made 
respondent in the action for $1240.57, 
mentioned in the-report was a legal 
charge against the estate, and she was 
directed to pay the same out of the 
moneys of said estate Which might |

ecutrix. At the _the_peti- 
tion for the order of sale, certain con- 


testants sought to show that the 
claim of the respondent had been paid 
and discharged prior to the filing of the 
account, but the court refused to allow 
any evidence to be given in support 
thereof. The offer of the appellants was 
to impeach the correctness of the judg- 
ment after it had become final. 

The contestants offered in evidence 
an agreement entered into Januaty 29, 
1887, tween all of the heirs of the de- 
ceased for the division between them- 
selves of a portion of the estate and for 
the sale of the certain other property 
and the division of its proceeds. This 
agreement provided that from the pro- 
ceeds of said sale there should be paid 
“the sum of $6000 to Ysidora B. de 
Couts in the amount agreed to be due 
her on the settlement of her accounts 
as executrix of the estate of Cool J. 
Couts, deceased.”” The agreement was 
executed over two years before the ac- 
count of the executrix was filed and 
that account purported to relate to 
matters subsequent to the date of the 
agreement and extending over a period 
of upwards of two years. 

From all that appeared in the record 
the several items of the claim should 
be assumed to have been incurred sub- 
sequent to the execution of the agree- 
ment, and, consequently, could not have 
been included therein. Bven though it 
was assumed that the sum of $6000 in- 
serted in the agreement was intended 
to cover the future expenses of adminis- 
tration, it was incumbent upon the con- 
testant when the validity of this claim 
was brought before the court in 1889 
to show that the sum was intended to 
include this claim. The judgment of 
the court that there was no money in 
the hands of the executrix belonging 
to the estate. and that the claim of re- 
spondent was a legal charge against 
the estate. was a determination in her 
favor. That there was no money in her 
hands, was conclusive, hence the judg- 
ment affirming the former decision. 

CAN COLLECT DAMAGES. 

William G. Knight has sustained his 
case for damages against the Pacific 
Coast Stage Company, and can now 
collect the $1000 awarded him by the 
jury under the decision of the Supreme 
Court, to whom the case was appealed. 

Knight and others were being carried 
as passengers in one of the coaches of 


December 30, 1891, from Santa Marga- 
rita to San Luis Obispo, and while going 
down the slope of the mountain toward 
the latter place, about three miles 
therefrom. the coach was upset, and 
Mrs. Knight sustained serious injuries 
in payment for damages of which the 
suit was brought: The jury returned a 
verdict for $1000, and found this judg- 
ment, and on the order denying a new 
trial appeal was taken. 

It was shown at the trial that it had 
rained very hard on the previous night, 
and that on the night in question, the 
road was muddy and slippery; that 
after reaching the top of the mountain, 
and while going down after turning a 
certain bend in the road, the horses 
attached to the coach were frightened 
by a slide of rocks and earth, and ran 
about one hundred yards before they 
were got under control, and were then 
driven along until they were frightened 
by another slide, after which the driver 
lost all control of them, and the coach 
was upset. It was contended by the 
appellant that the evidence in the case 
failed to show any negligence on its 
part, for the reason that the accident 
was the result of a casualty which 
could not have been foreseen, or 
guarded against, and that for this rea- 
son the verdict should have been in its 
favor. There was. however, evidence 
before the jury tending to show that 
one of the horses attached to the 
coach had been inclined to run away, 
Under the cireumstances§ attendant

(Special New York Correspondence 
Necord-Union, October 5:) Each stage 
of the progress of all the vacht races 
for the America’s cup was reported in 
thie city and telegraphed over the 
country with a half-hour = after the 
change of position or advantage was 
observed at the scene of the great and 
beautiful contest. And within forty-five 
minutes after the close of each race a 
running account and clearly-written de- 
seription of the race was published and 
for sale.in the streets of New York. 
The way in which this was done was 
an interest little lese than the races 
ihemeelves, and the energy, ingenuity 
and the eagerness of newspapers to 


ing about. 


The races were started at Sandy 
Hook Lightship, eight miles from the 
nearest point of land, and all but one 
were sailed over a course fifteen miles 
to windward and back. The exception 
was the triangular race, ten miles to 
windward, ten miles to sea, and ten 
miles back to the lightship. Thus the 
races were practically out of sight of 
land. On fair days when the wind 
came up the coast, the yachts could be 
kept in sight through a telescope of 
great power and a glass of maximum 
capacity of 400 was one of the means 
used in reporting the races, twice to ad- 
vantage. On those occasions bulletins 
giving visible facts were easily ob- 
tained, the only circumstances worthy 
of note being the great expense of get- 
ling the glass and mounting it at an 
available point, and of having an ex- 
pert observer to see and an expert 
vachtsman to interpret and express the 
news.

Maneuvering for -the start was a 
beautiful’ sight, and each move and 
feint had to be told on one tug while 
the other described the scene in gen- 
eral. The spectator fleet, Hke a float- 
ing city. as it swept gracefully up 
around the yachts and lay to on the 
heaving waters, made a heautiful pict- 
ure in itself, and the behavior of the 
pilots was always a matter of interest 
jn the story as well as to the inconven- 
ienced yachts. 

When the. course was signaled from 
the flagship a pigeon fluttered up and 
sped. away to its cote on Staten Island 
with “a typewritten message on tissue 
paper, giving as much of an account as 
the bird could carry On its tail. At ‘the 
starting gun another carrier was let 
loose with the time and the positions 
of the yachts. Then the whole fleet 
moved off after thé racers, and on the 
tugs there was busy work of watching 
and writing. noting changes of canvas 
and of—tack, with a description of the 
race —the fleet.

The. shore. was scann with the 
glasxtn Search of the reporter on duty 
theré. -When he was visible the ques- 
1ion 4vags, had he a boat?. If he had, all 
went well: he was signaled to come 
out. He sometimes had. great difficulty 
in having a boat put out, for the surf 
was high if there was wind for a race. 
Sometimes, too, he could not get a 
boat. Then the surf-boat and fisher- 
man‘on board had to be resorted to, to 
fend a reporter with copy ashore. This 
«ould be dene, moreover, when the 
waves were too high for a boat to come 
out; for it is safer and easier to land 
in a pounding surf than to put-off in 
one, 

When this could not be done the 

next resort was the life-line ‘cannon. 
This instrument is such as is used for 
getting a line from the shore or a life- 
boat to a ship in danger. It is about 
ten feet long, two feet barrel and eight 
for the butt or brace. The brace is 
sharply pointed and was stabbed into 
the deek of the tug. A thick, chumsy 
blank -eartridge is inserted in’. the 
breech and the projectile fits loosely in 
the barrel...

and lead ores, of coal andiron, every 
variety of building stone and sand and 
clay without limit; find thousands of 
square miles of valuable timber, broken 
and threaded by beautiful lakes and 
running streams, and there you have 
the Rocky Mountain region, extending 
from the northern border to Arizona. 

It is evidentthat undersuch condi- 
ditions a comfortable existence can be 
maintained with the least effort, hence 
the certainty that witha return of fi- 
nancial ease a mighty movement of 
population will be headed toward the 
setting sun. ‘That a hunger for landex- 
ists is evidenced by the contentious 
strife of the invaders of Oklahoma and 
the Cherokee Strip. What may be ex- 
pected when the people realize that 
millions of acres can be had for the ask- 
ing ina county which irrigation will 
make as fruitful as the Nile Valley, and 
where on all sides never-failing water- 
falls solicit work? What bowndless: op- 
portunities will capital find for invest- 
ment and inthe canals and electrical 
developements, inthe railroadsto be 
called into being by the enormous traf- 
ficandinthe rapidly enhancing town 
and country property? ' 

The possibilities of the subject are 
exhaustiess, and they will soon be 
written in the throng of emigrants and

A Picture of Labouchere. 

(Lippincott’s:) Henry Labouchere: is 
described by a writer as a short-built, 
pudgy-looking man, with markedly 
arched eyebrows and a pvointed black 
beard streaked with gray, and in man- 
ner is genially incisive. He is rising 62 
years; was educated at Eton and spent 
ten very pleasant years at his country’s 
expense in the diplomatic service. 

In 1877 he started the Truth, which 
now brings him in something like $50,- 
000 a year, and which everybody reads 
for the sole purpose of. ascertaining his 
views on things in general, for he writes 
as racily as he speaks. He has the 
keenest insight into affectation and 
bombas{, and as an unmasker of polit- 
ical and social humbug he is unsur- 
passed, but to take him seriously is to 
apply to him a use for which he was 
never intended. This is a characteris- 
tic which tells against him at times— 
when he wants to be a ¢abinet minis- 
ter, for instance—but it makes him very 
entertaining as a member of society.

Politically, as is 
well known, he as an advanced Radical, 
and among British workmen “the gos- 
pel according to Labouchere”’ is 
preached with much popularity: He 
lives in Pope’s Villa at Twickenham, 
and is married to an .ex-actress and

ANAHEIM. 

When the farmers of this vicinity 
put in their sugar beets last season, 
there were many patches here and 
there where the seed failed to come up, 
either because there was not sufficient 
moisture to cause the seed to sprout, 
or because of alkali in the soll. It was 
thought by some that the beets would 
not grow because the soil was too poor; 
but since the rains of last month the 
seed in these ‘“‘bald’’ spots has begun 
to sprout, and the young beets are as 
thick as they can possibly stand. In 
fact, it has been clearly demonstrated 
that sugar beets can be grown and ma- 
tured here the year round where the 
soil has sufficient moisture to sprout 
the seed at the time of planting. This 
is a big advantage over most sugar- 
beet-growing countries of the world. 

A. M. Hamilton has gone largely into 
thé business of grinding shells for the 
barnyard. He makes weekly trips to 
the seashore, where he gathers wagon- 
loads of shells of all kinds, and grinds 
them with a horse-power machine at 
his place on Los Angeles street. The 
ground shells are in great demand by 
poultry-raisers, and Mr. Hamilton is 
building up a flourishing business in 
this peculiar line. '
